A Sky ful Of War Hawks 


It has b een an article of faith in the 
Viet Nam war that the United States 
is seeking a peacefu l solu tion which will 
make fu rther fighting u nnecessary. 
This was the theme of President John­ 
son’s proposal last April for a b illion- 
doJlar indu strial development program 
for Viet Nam. 
The theme has ru n throu gh all official 
comment since then on the policy of the 
United States in Viet Nam. This cou ntry 
is trying to b ring ab ou t a condition of 
peace throu gh negotiation — officially. 
Bu t u nofficially, as viewed from Sou th­ 
east Asia, the United States has locked 
au the doors leading to neace. It locked 
them in advance of any negotiations that 
might have b een arranged. No negotia­ 
tions were sou ght. 
It did this b y declaring u neq u ivocally 
it wou ld have no dealings with the Viet 
Cong, which it continu es to regard as 
a gang of irregu lar gu errilla fighters. 
Yet the Viet Cong is what it is fighting 
in Sou th Viet Nam. 
It locked another door b y having no 
dealings with the Chine.se People’s Re­ 
pu b lic, thou gh it is common cu rrency 
in American pu b lic opinion that Red Chi­ 
na is sponsoring the Viet Cong. 


It declared it wou ld negotiate only 
with .North Viet Nam, following the rea­ 
soning u .sed in Korea, where the United 
States refu sed to negotiate with the Chi­ 
nese People’s Repu b lic and insisted on 
negotiating with North Korea, instead. 
In the ju dgment of some ob servers, 
moreover, it destroyed all prospects of 
su ccess b y b omb ing raids into North Viet 
Nam territory, cau sing the only people 
it wou ld negotiate with there to lose face 
if they negotiated. 
There is the fu rther complication that 
negotiations wou ld set loo.se a charge of 
appeasement at home. 
What has happened this su mmer and is 
going to b e accelerated this fall is a 
smashing triu mph of hawks over doves 
in policy for Sou theast Asia. 
Once the hawks have triu mphed the 
doves are ou t of it — not to b e listened 
to again u ntil the b elligerents call in the 
peacemakers to give them su rcease from 
b leeding and dying. 
The peacefu l .solu tion the United States 
has said it is seeking in Viet Nam never 
was fu rther away than it is now, with 
the war hawks in fu ll flight. 


A Little Less Frig htening 


With enactment of the new Medicare 
legislation, the prospect of growing old 
in ou r complex society is a little less 
frightening.

Who wants to know what the 
crisis is today in the b ig cities 
—su ch as Chicago and New 
York and Boston and Cleveland 
and other commu nities—whose 
s c ho o l su perintendents 
are 
stru ggling sincerely and valiant­ 
ly to solve the prob lem, only 
to b e met b y hostile demon­ 
strations from so-called “civil 
rights” movements? 
The tru th is that whites are 
ru nning away from the North­ 
ern cities even as the Negroes 
swarm into these same com­ 
mu nities in large migrations 
from the Sou th, while year b y 
year the b irth rate of Negro 
children, as compared to white, 
continu es to rise. 


THE MOVEMENT from the 
cities to the su b u rb s was orig­ 
inally du e to a desire to escape 
congestion Now it has another 
cau se—a desire to get away 
from racial slu ms and crime- 
ridden areas where policemen 
who try to do their du ty are 
charged with “b ru tality.” 
How does one learn the facts 
ab ou t this tragic development? 
JiLst a few days ago. Benjamin 
C. Willis, who has b een su per­ 
intendent of pu b lic schools in 
Chicago for the last 12 years, 
came b efore the Hou se Com­ 
mittee on Edu cation and Lab or 
at the national capitol. In a 
24-p a ge 
statement, 
su pple­ 
mented b y charts and maps, he 
presented some startling tru ths 
What he said got scant atten­ 
tion in the press. 
Upon reading what Mr. Willis 
said, 
one wonders 
how 
the 
slated ob jective of the 1954 de­ 
cision of the Su preme Cou rt of 
Negroes of an opportu nity to 
b enefit 
b y 
association 
with 
white children in the classrooms 
of pu b lic schools—is ever going 
to b e accomplished if hou sing 
and other prob lem.s are not 
.solved and more whites move 
away to the su b u rb s. Mr. Willis 
revealed 
s o m e 
ineradicab le 
facts as follows; 
“ In the period b etween 1950 
and 1960 the nu mb er of white 
children u nder five years of 
age residing 
in Chicago de­ 
creased b y 8 per cent or 22.643 
children 
Du ring the same pe­ 
riod of time non-white children 
u nder five years of age residing 
in Chicago increased b y 141 per 
cent or 76,1.19 children. If these 
trends continu e, it will b ecome 


increasingly difficu lt to provide 
integrated edu cation o f a mean­ 
ingfu l sort.” 


MR. WILLIS fu rnished a nu m­ 
b er of maps showing how the 
school popu lation in Chicago is 
distrib u ted, and then added 
“The data presented so far 
depict a city with a changing 
popu lation as to b oth race and 
edu cation level of adu lts. The 
city has widespread poverty, 
and it’s losing popu lation while 
its 
pu b lic-school 
enrollments 
soar It’s Negroes dwell in seg­ 
regated areas to a large ex­ 
tent, b u t the schools have fo.s- 
tered integration which exists 
in the schools in many areas 
in the city. . . . 
“Hou sing patterns, however, 
pose prob lems in ou r efforts to 
provide opportu nities for inte­ 
grated edu cation for significant 
nu mb ers of children. , . . 
“ In approximately one third 
of the city there is one Negro 
elementary pu pil for 174 white 
pu pils. In two thirds of the city 
there are two Negro elementary 
.school pu pils to each white pu ­ 
pil, 
Integration req u ires su b ­ 
stantial nu mb ers of white pu pils 
as well as Negro pu pils. TTiis is 
not to say that we b elieve noth­ 
ing more shou ld b e done to help 
changing neighb orhoods to sta­ 
b ilize or to continu e to experi­ 
ment 
with procedu res which 
will resu lt in additional inte­ 
gration” 


MR. WILLIS ou tlined the re­ 
medial measu res that have b een 
attem pted-m ore teachers, spe­ 
cial centers for adu lt edu ca­ 
tion, after school classes su m­ 
mer school sessions, transfer.« : 
on loan of experienced teachers, 
higher salaries and a variety of 
emergency measu res. Bu t he 
indicated that the real b arriers 
are on the economic side—the 
need for money that the tax­ 
payers apparently cannot fu r­ 
nish 
Seventy-two per cent 
o f 
the school dollar comes from 
the property tax, which still 
is 
rising. Mr. WillLs said; 
“ It’s my own feeling that loc­ 
al real estate cannot l^ar all of 
the costs necessary and desir­ 
ab le 
for

schools. . . . 
“Nearly a b illion dollars will 
b e needed b y Chicago alone 
over the next 10 to 20 years to 
do what shou ld b e done.

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A Skyful Of War Hawks 


It has been an article of faith in the 
Viet Nam war that the United States 
is seeking a peaceful solution which will 
make further fighting unnecessary. 
This was the theme of President John­ 
son's proposal last April for a billion- 
dollar 
industrial 
development 
program 
for Viet Nam. 
The theme has nm through all official 
comment since then on the policy of the 
United States in Viet Nam This country 
to trying to bring about a cond it urn of 
peace through negotiation — officially. 
But unofficially, as viewed from South­ 
east Asia, the United States has locked 
all the doors leading to neace It locked 
them in advance of any negotiations that 
might have been arranged 
No negotia­ 
tions were sought 
It did this by declaring unequivocally 
it would have no dealings with the Viet 
Cong, which it continues to regard as 
a gang of irregular guerrilla fighters 
Yet the Viet Cong is what it is fighting 
in South Viet Nam 
It. locked another door by having no 
dealings with the Chinese People's Re­ 
public. though if is common currency 
in American public opinion that Red Chi­ 
na is sponsoring the Viet Cong 


It declared 
it 
would 
negotiate only 


with North Viet Nam, following the rea­ 
soning used in Korea, where the United 
States refused to negotiate with the Chi­ 
nese People’s Republic and insisted on 
negotiating with North Korea, instead 
In the judgment of some observers, 
moreover, it destroyed all prospects of 
.success by bombing raids into North Viet 
Nam territory, causing the only people 
it would negotiate with there to lose face 
if they negotiated 
There is the further complication that 
negotiations would set loose a charge of 
appeasement at home 
What has happened this summer and is 
going to be accelerated this fall is a 
smashing triumph of hawks over doves 
in policy for Southeast Asia 


Once the hawks have triumphed the 
doves are out of it — not to be listened 
to again until the belligerents call in the 
peacem akers to give them surcease from 
bleeding and dying 
The peaceful solution the United States 
has said it is seeking in Viet Nam never 
was further away than if is now, with 
the war hawks in full flight. 


A Little Less Frightening 


With enactm ent of the new Medicare 
legislation, the prospect of growing old 
in our complex society is a little less 
frightening 
As the life span lengthened, outdistanc­ 
ing the work span, aging people learned 
to fear the financial consequences of ill­ 
ness almost as much as the prospect 
of illness, itself. They did not want to he 
a burden, but the high cost of being 
sick was a drastic drain on 'heir resources 
Meanwhile, something else had been 
happening in the United States that added 
a complication to the problem of growing 
old 
It had become less common for fam ­ 
ilies to live in circumstances that enabled 
their members to care for one another. 
The picture-book American family of 
yesteryear, with three generations living 
either under the sam e roof or within 
easy visiting distance in the same town, 
vanished 
As young people grew up, they left 
home. They moved to other towns, other 
states, 
even 
other 
countries. 
Family 
homesteads gave way to apartments 
More wives began to work, to augment 
Incomes The affluent society gained mo­ 


mentum By law and bv custom, a work­ 
er's span of productivity was shortened 
Gradually, it 
became evident that the 
span would end at 65. perhaps before. 
Yet, 
all the time, 
the life span was 
lengthening Income ended, but life didn’t 
When people got sick they went to hos- 
itals; they no longer endured illness at 
home fVictors had learned to prolong life 
They had learned how lo postpone the 
terminal illnesses that 
would 
end life 
But they had not shown their grateful 
patients how to meet hospital and doctor 
bills. 
The 
problem 
was 
created 
that the 
United 
States now is going to ease with 
the program called Medicare 
Almost everything aboil* it has been 
discussed, except the elemental reason 
for it The pros and cons have been worn 
threadbare, especially the cons. 
But one fact looms larger than all the 
argum ents that the prospect of growing 
old is a little less frightening now, thanks 
lo Medicare 
Those who feared they might live so 
long their resources would be used up 
hetore or during their old-age illnesses 
are a little easier rn their minds.

strations from so-called

The truth is that whites are

THE MOVEMENT from the 
cities to the suburbs was orig­ 
inally due to a desire to escape 
congestion Now it has another 
cause—a desire to get away 
from racial slums and crime- 
ridden areas where policemen 
who try to do their duty are 
charged with “ brutality.” 
How does one learn the facts 
about this tragic development0 
Just a few days ago. Benjamin 
C. Willis, who has been super­ 
intendent of public schools in 
Chicago for the last 12 years, 
came before the House Com­ 
mittee on Education and Labor 
at the national capitol. In a 
2 4 -p ag e 
statement, 
supple­ 
mented by charts and maps, he 
presented some startling truths 
What he said got scant atten­ 
tion in the press 
Upon reading what Mr. Willis 
said. 
one wonder? 
how 
the 
stated objective of the 1954 de­ 
cision of the Supreme Court of 
Negroes of an opportunity to 
benefit 
by 
association 
with 
white children in the classrooms 
of public schools—is ever going 
to be accomplished if housing 
and 
other problems 
are 
not 
solved and more whites move 
away to the suburbs Mr Willis 
revealed 
s o m e 
ineradicable 
facts as follows 
“ In the period between 1950 
and 1960 the number of white 
children under five years of 
age 
residing 
in 
Chicago de­ 
creased by 8 per cent or 22.643 
children 
During the same pe­ 
riod of time non-white children 
under five years of age residing 
in Chicago increased by 141 per 
cent or 76 139 children, l f these 
trends continue, it will become 


increasingly difficult to provide 
integrated education of a mean­ 
ingful sort.” 


MR. WILLIS furnished a num­ 
ber of maps showing how the 
.school population in Chicago is 
distributed, and then added 
“The data presented so far 
depict a city with a changing 
population as to both race and 
education level of adults. The 
city has 
widespread 
poverty. 
and it’s losing population while 
its 
public-schoo! 
enrollment* 
soar It’s Negroes dwell in seg 
regated areas to a large ex­ 
tent, but the schools have fo* 
tered integration which exists 
in the schools in many areas 
in the city. . . . 
“ Housing patterns, however, 
pose problems in our efforts to 
provide opportunities for inte­ 
grated education for significant 
numbers of children . . . 
“ In approximately one third 
of the city there is one Negro 
elementary pupil for 174 white 
pupils In two thirds of the city 
there are two Negro elementary 
.school pupils to each white pu­ 
pil 
Integration 
requires 
sub­ 
stantial numbers of white pupils 
as well as Negro pupils. This is 
not to say that we believe noth­ 
ing more .should be done to help 
changing neighborhoods to sta­ 
bilize or to continue to experi­ 
ment 
with 
procedures 
which 
will result in additional inte­ 
gration ” 


MR. WILLIS outlined the re­ 
medial measures that have been 
attempted—more leachers, spe 
cial centers for adult educa­ 
tion, after school classes sum­ 
mer school sessions, transfers 
on loan of experienced teachers 
higher salaries and a variety of 
emergency measures 
But he 
indicated that the real barrier* 
are on the economic side—the 
need for money that the fax- 
payers apparently cannot fur- 
nish 
Seventv-two per cent of 
the school dollar comes from 
the property tax. which still is 
rising 
Mr. W iIIls said 
“ Ifs my own feeling that loc 
al real estate cannot bear a1! of 
the costs necessary and desir­

“ Nearly a billion dollars will 
be needed 
by Chicago alone 
over the next IO to 20 years to 
do what should be done.

A ltho u gh the fish 
m ay n o t be reco rd break ers, there are p len ty o f 
them an d n o resid en t w ithin the co u n ty is m o re 
tha n ju st a few m in u tes aw ay fro m w ate r w here 
he can w et a lin e. 


Fishin g ex p erts p o in t to the in tro d u ctio n o f sp in n in g reels 
In to the Un ited States fro m Fran ce an d En glan d as a majo r 
reaso n fo r the u p su rge in in terest in the sp o rt. 


The n ew ty p e reels started ap p earin g o n the scen e abo u t 
10 y ears ago . Man y who co u ld n o t master the art o f a regu lar 
castin g reel to u n d they co u ld u se the .sp in n in g gear. The regu ­ 
lar castin g reel req u ired a fin esse mo st men d id n o t hav e. 
Mu ch time was sp en t by the o n ce-in -awhile fisherman u n tan gl­ 
in g sn arls, which are called "bird n ests." 


The .sp in n in g eq u ip men t is .so simp le to o p erate that wo m­ 
en an d child ren q u ick ly ma.ster the art an d fin d en jo y men t in 
the sp o rt. 


Altho u gh fishin g can beco me "ex p en siv e," in the .sen .se 
that an y ho bby can if it is allo wed to , a great amo u n t o f 
mo n ey is n o t req u ired to get started . 


ONE OF THE FIRST thin gs n eed ed is a fishin g licen se 
In Ohio a resid en t licen se co sts $2 .2 5 a y ear. 


Eq u ip men t in clu d es a p o le an d reel. The p rice can ran ge 
fro m $4 o r $5 an o u tfit o n u p to an y amo u n t y o u d esire to p ay . 
A mo d erately p riced p o le, reel an d the n ecessary lin e 
o o st.s ap p ro x imately $15 . Ev en if u .sed o n ly o n ce a week 
d u rin g the su mmer mo n ths, fro m Ju n e thro u gh the en d o f 
Sep tember, this amo u n ts to slightly mo re than a d o llar a 
week , which is cheap en tertain men t. 
If cared fo r p ro p erly , fishin g gear will la.st .sev eral y ears 
an d each time it is u sed , the co st go es d o wn . Other articles 
are n eed ed , bu t again the co st is n o t large an d if y o u ad d to 
y o u r eq u ip men t a little at a time, the bu rd en o n y o u r wallet 
is n o t great. 
There are man y ty p es o f fishermen . The "d y ed in the 
wo o l” sp o rtsman will .seek o u t p laces few o thers ev er reach. 
He will fish in all k in d s o f weather an d will try all ty p es o f 
lu res an d bait in an effo rt to o u tsmart the fin n y u n d erwater 
resid en t. 
Others will trav el hu n d red s o f miles to en jo y the No rth 
Wo o d s an d fish in n ear v irgin waters. These fishermen are 
seek in g game fish—the tro p hy catch. 


THE AVERAGE FISHERMAN, o r fi.sherwo man . Is co n ­ 
ten t with p laces a little easier to get to . They en jo y the o u t­ 
d o o r life, bu t d o n o t n ecessarily care to liv e as p io n eers an d 
trap p ers o n ce d id .

8 to 10 ho u rs d u rin g the n ight, the n ew shell u n d ern eath

Fish co n sid er them a d elicacy . So d o racco o n s an d water 
sn ak es. They can be cau ght by walk in g alo n g the ed ge o f a 
stream at n ight with a flashlight o r lan tern . Sp o t an emp ty 
shell, an d u su ally there is a so ft craw n earby , becau se he can ­ 
n o t trav el v ery far o r fast in this co n d itio n . 
They alway s get in to shallo w water alo n g the .sho re when 
this "p eelin g" tak es p lace. They .shed mo stly d u rin g the p erio d 
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fro m mid -Ju n e thro u gh the latter p art o f Au gu .st when the 
n ights are warm. 
Catchin g n ightcrawlers is a k n ack that req u ires a k een 
ey e an d q u ick han d . The crawlers are sen sitiv e to light. They 
co me o u t at n ight, esp ecially after a rain , to mate an d to en ­ 
jo y the mo istu re n ear the su rfat e an d o n the grass. 


ONCE THE LIGHT hits them, they q u ick ly p u ll back in ­ 
to their ho les. On ce cau ght, they can be k ep t fo r week s at a 
time if p ro p erly cared fo r. There are man y ty p es o f materials 
o n the mark et fo r k eep in g them

So me say there is n o thin g better than hellgram- 
mites, the larv a o f a win ged in sect, fo u n d u n d er sto n es in 
streams. They are a fav o rite bait fo r bass. Becau se o f their 
u gly ap p earan ce, wo men u su ally will n o t go n ear them. 
There are man y ty p es o f water in .sects that can be cau ght 
an d u sed a.s bait. 
Learn in g the ty p e o f bait to u .se an d where to fin d it is 
o n e o f the ad d ed en jo y men ts o f the sp o rt. 


BOOKS HAVE BEEN written o n where an d ho w to fish. 
Each p erso n mu st p rimarily learn fo r himself, altho u gh it is 
wise to listen an d o bserv e when fishin g n ew o r stran ge waters. 
The lo cal fisherman k n o ws the best way an d in mo st in ­ 
stan ces will tell y o u if y o u ju st a.sk . Otherwise, he is n o t go in g 
to o ffer the in fo rmatio n , thin k in g y o u k n o w what y o u are d o ­ 
in g. 


Altho u gh man y are cIo .semo u thed abo u t certain a.sp ects 
o f the sp o rt, fishermen are a breed that d o n ’t k n o w the mean ­ 
in g o f the wo rd .stran ger. If y o u are a fisherman , a fello w fi.« h- 
erman k n o ws y o u hav e so methin g in co mmo n to talk abo u t. 
It is a real p leasu re to swap sto ries in the ev en in g in a 
fishin g camp . Each also k n o ws that mo st o f the sto ries are to 
be tak en with a grain o f salt an d n o o n e blames an y o n e el.se 
if ju st a "few in ches" are ad d ed to the size o f the o n e cau ght 
o r the o n e that go t away . 
It is .stran ge, bu t tru e, that the big o n es d o get away . The 
ex citemen t cau .ses mo .st fishermen to fo rget all that he k n o ws 
abo u t p lay in g the lin e, han d lin g the eq u ip men t p ro p erly an d 
n o t try in g to "hau l it in ” The en d resu lt is that the big fish 
either break s the lin e o r thro ws the ho o k . 
Bu t this ju st mak es the fisherman mo re d etermin ed an d 
mo re ho p efu l.

“ L et’s go fishin . . . J” 


A familiar cry among followers of the sport, 
i f s all that is needed to stir a longing in the dyed- 
in-the-wool fisherman and 
bring that 
faraway 
look to his eyes. 


Columbiana County almost can be considered 
a “ fisherm a n’s paradise’’ with its several lakes, 
cre e k s and th e old Ohio River Although the fish 
m a y not be record breakers, there are plenty of 
them and no resident within the county is more 
th an just a few minutes away from w ate r w here 
h e can w et a line. 


Fishing exports point to the introduction of spinning reels 
Into the United States from France and England as a major 
reason for the upsurge in interest in the sfxirt. 


The new type reels started appearing on the scene about 
IO years ago Many who could not master the art of a regular 
casting reel tound they could use the spinning gear The regu­ 
lar casting reel required a finesse most men did not have 
Much time was spent by the once-in-awhile fisherman untangl­ 
ing snarls, which are called 
bird nests.’’ 


The spinning equipment is so simple to operate that wom­ 
en and children quickly master the art and find enjoyment in 
the sport. 


Although fishing can become “expensive," in the sense 
that any hobby can if if is allowed to, a great amount of 
money is not required to get started 


O N E O F T H E F IR S T things needed is a fishing license. 
In Ohio a resident license costs $2 25 a year. 


Equipment includes a pole and reel. The price can range 
from $4 or $5 an outfit on up to any amount you desire to pay. 
A moderately priced pole, reel and the necessary line 
costs approximately $15. Even if used only once a week 
during the summer months, from June through the end of 
September, this amounts to slightly more than a dollar a 
week, which is cheap entertainment. 
If cared for properly, fishing gear will last several years 
and each time it is used, the cost goes down. Other articles 
are needed, but again the cost is not large and if you add to 
your equipment a little at a time, the burden on your wallet 
is not great. 


There are many types of fishermen. The ‘ dyed in the 
wool" sportsman will seek out places few others ever reach 
He will fish in all kinds of weather and will try all types of 
lures and bait in an effort to outsmart the finny underwater 
resident. 


Others will travel hundreds of miles to enjoy the North 
Woods and fish in near virgin waters. These fishermen are 
seeking game fish -the trophy catch. 


T H E A V E R A G E F IS H E R M A N . or fisherwoman, is con­ 
tent with places a little easier to get to. They en|oy Ihe out­ 
door life, hut do not necessarily care to live as pioneers and 
trappers once did. 


Many new types ut camping equipment have added to 
the enjoyment and ease of travel. 
Then there is the fisherman who just fishes He d< ie sn I 
particularly care whether or not he catches any fish of great 
size, just so he catches some fish. 
The man after game fish often .shakes his fist and grows 
angry when he notices great numbers of carp and other 
“rough fish” in a stream or lake But these common fish 
probably give more enjoyment to the average man, woman 
and child fishing titan any other. They are plentiful, easy to 
catch and can provide excitement. 


A youth is not interested in size, but in numbers Most 
women also are interested only in making a catch 
Fishing provides just plain relaxation tor many 
a chance 
to get awav from the hustle and bustle of everyday life. sit 
•long the bank of a creek, river or lake and enjoy nature. 


M ANA H A N E D IS C O V E R E D a beauty they never realized 
existed before Also, new interests grow from fishing. Some 
find they enjoy bird watching, others begin a study of the 
fauna and flora, while others begin observing insect lite 
Fishermen are a peculiar breed unto themselves. Some 
will not reveal their favorite fishing hole, although probably 
hundreds of others already know of it it it is focal Others 
refuse to tell the type of bait or lure they used to catch 
fish. But this all adds to the excitement and usually is 
understood by the fishing fraternity. 
There are thousands of different kinds of lures What a 
fish may bite on one day, it will completely ignore the next

ents in a bowl, mix them and add cold water until a hall can 
be formed. Too much water will make it sticky. 


W R A P T H E B A L L in an old piece of cloth, put it in a 
pan of boiling water, making sure it is completely covered 
and the ball does not touch the bottom, and cook for about 45 
minutes. Remove, allow to cool until it can be handled with 
comfort and then knead it just as you would bread dough. 


Many add a spoonful of vanilla Others add to the seeds 
from anise, a herb 
This provides a distinctive aroma. 
Doughball can be wrapped in toil and kept fresh for more 
than a week in the refrigerator. 


Other baits often used are grasshoppers, crickets and 
other insects. Some say there is nothing hefter than hellgram­ 
mites, the larva of a winged insect, found under stones in 
streams They are a favorite bait for bass Because of their 
ugly appearance, women usually will not go near them 


There are many types of water insects that can he caught 
and used as bait. 
Learning the type of bait to use and where to find it is 
one of the added enjoyments of the sport.

SO FT C RA W S A R E considered by all as the hest all 
around bait. Crayfish are a fresh water crustacean like the 
lobster, but much smaller. As they grow larger, they shed 
their hard outer shell and for a brief period of time, usually 
8 lo IO hours during the night, the new shell underneath is 
very soft. They almost are like jelly. 


Fish consider them a delicacy. So do raccoons and water 
snakes.
